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HENRY BRABANT KILLED 


Kansas Man Who leslded la Stevens Point 


Many Years A<o, Struck by Train 


•t Kansas City. 


The old time friends in this city of 
J. H. Brabant, better known as Henry 
Brabant, will be sorry to learn of his 
sad and sudden death, which occurred 
at Kansas City one week ago last 
Thursday. Mr. Brabant lived in Stev- 
ens Point before and after the civil 
war, was married here shortly following 
his return from southern hostilities to 
Miss Coulthuret, who died several years 
ago, and soon after their 
marriage 


they moved to Pleasanton, 
Kansas, 


which has since been their home. A 
few weeks ago The Gazette received a 
S 


leasant personal letter from Mr. Bra- 
ant, in which he said he had been 


away from Pleasanton for 
several 


years. Relative to his death the Kan- 
sas City Journal says:

"J. H. Brabant, 66 years old, retired 


milling engineer whose home was in 
Pleasanton, Kansas, was run down and 
killed near Heim's brewery in the 
East Bottoms, by incoming Chicago & 
Alton passenger train No. 15, about 
7:15 o'clock last night. How he came 
to be there no one, nokeven his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. C. F. Cole, 2018 East Seventh 
street, knows. She did not know her 
father was in the city. 
"Hiram Clark engineer, Turner E. 


Gibbs fireman, and Jeff Harper, con- 
ductor, of an outgoing fast stock train 
discovered the body on a switch track 
near the brewery where it had evident- 
ly been knocked by contact with the 
passenger train. Police station No.

"The Chicago-& Alton officials were 


then notified and a searching party senl 
back on a light engine. 
Before it 


reached the spot the body had been 
discovered by a freight crew. 


"Mr. Brabant had lived in Pleasan- 


ton, 
Kansas, for years and was wel 


known throughout that section of the 
state. He was a member of the Masonic 
body. 
"Mr. Brabant is survived by eight 


children, four daughters and four sons 
Mrs. Cole lives here and Miss Hope 
Brabant, 16 years old, lives with her. 
There are two daughters in Chicago. 
Two sons live in Pleasanton, Kansas, 
one in Oklahoma City, and one in 
Chicago." 
The Pleasanton Observer says: 
"The body was brought to this city 


Saturday at 10:35 a. m. accompanied 
by C. F. Cole and John Brabant, son of 
the deceased. 
All of the children 


arrived in Pleasanton by Saturday 
noon except Mrs. Gordinier, of Chi- 
cago. 
The funeral was held at 2 


o'clock p. m. at the 
Presbyterian 


church, conducted by Rev. Odenweller, 
after which the body was taken to the 
cemetery and laid away by his Masonic 
brethern with the honors of that order. 


"Mr. Brabant had lived in Pleasan- 


ton about 25 years, haying conie here 
from Wisconsin. During the last 22 
years he had been engineer at 
the 


Blaker Mill. His wife died about 36 
years ago, leaving a husband and eight 
children, one a babe and others quite 
young. The older daughters were good 
mothers to the rest of the children and 
they have all grown to manhood and 
womanhood, honored and respected by 
all their friends. The family was one 
of the best in the community and all 
of the children and relatives have the 
sympathy of a large circle of friends."

Week Lumber Co., having been sent by 
an employment agency of that city. He 
remained here and in this vicinity until 
last Friday, being employed most of 
the time. Wishing to return • to Chi- 
cago, Alois Firkus, a local potato 
dealer, placed him in charge of a car 
filled with potatoes destined for that 
city, shipped over the Green Bay road. 
The car remained at Plover over night, 
during which time Granlasia in some 
manner got the stovepipe in the car 
badly disarranged, and when the train 
reached Scandinavia it was discovered 
that the car was filled with smoke. 
The door was opened and the

found itt 'an unconscious 
condition, 


nearly stfffocated. He was taken out 
and given immediate medical atten- 
tion, but the poisonous fumes had 
already done their work and he passed 
away the next day.

At a quarter past six o'clock last 


Sunday evening the spirit of Peter Mc- 
Millan passed to the "great unknown.. 
His death occurred at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Jas. A. Bremmer, 136 
Plover street, and was directly caused 
by stomach and heart troubles, with 
which the venerable gentleman had 
been afflicted for several years. Dur- 
ing the past few months he had failed 
quite fast but was able to be up and 
around until three or four weeks ago. 
For one of his years Mr. McMillan had 
always been remarkably bright and 
active and until very recently took an 
acute interest in the happenings of 
every-day life. He was the possessor 
of a genial disposition and an even 
temperament, traits to which are due 
in a large measure his long life. 
In 


business affairs the gentleman was the 
soul of honor, a fact that will be at- 
tested to by all with whom he had 
dealings. By his death Portage county 
loses a good citizen and his son and 
daughters a loving father. 
Mr. McMillan was a native of the 


Green Mountain state, Vermont, where 
he was born 83 years ago the 20th of 
last September. 
His birthplace was 


Alburg, Green Isle county.. In 1849— 
fifty-nine years ago-^the young man 
came west to Wisconsin and directly to 
Portage county. The following year 
be was married to Miss Myranda 
Dimond, also a Vermonter, the couple 
settling on a homestead in Stockton, 
just across the line from Buena Vista 
township, where they lived continuous- 
ly until Mrs. McMillan's death ten 
years ago. The farm was later sold to 
Ralph Doane amd the venerable gentle- 
man came to this city to spend his de- 
clining years among his children. 


Mr. McMillan was a veteran of the 


civil war, serving for eight months as 
a member of Co. E, 18th Wis. infantry, 
as a corporal. 
He enlisted Dec. 3, 


1861, 
and was discharged on account of 


disability Aug. 3, 1862. 
The surviving members of the family 


are two daughters and a son, Mrs. J. 
A. Bremmer and Mrs. M. E. Kenyon 
of this city and Wm. McMillan of Blue- 
stem, Wash. The latter had been here 
a couple of weeks. There is also one 
brother, Norman McMillan, who has 
lived in Denver since the early 60 s. 
Funeral services were conducted by 


Rev. John A. Stemen at the Bremmer 
home Tuesday afternoon- at 1 o clock, 
followed by interment beside his wife 
and two daughters in Forest cemetery. 
The pallbearers were John W. Strope, 
Moses Puariea, C. E. ShorteH, J. 
Doane of Arnott, Ira L. Barker and 
Henry Johnson.

John Reton, who left for Panama 


about six months ago, returned to the 
city last Friday morning. 
He was 


accompanied by W. S. Wiaget and sev- 
eral other gentlemen from Peoria, 111., 
and they went there for the purpose of 
looking over large and valuable tracts 
of timber lands. One of these tracts, 
owned by an American who has been 
in that country a numbeKpf years, was 
supposed to contain about 217,000 acres 
of land, covered with various grades of 
growing timber, but a survey made by 
Messrs. Reton and Winget showed that 
It was less than 100,000 acres. 
The 


land had never been surveyed hereto- 
fore, the deeds from the Panama gov- 
ernment being according to descriptions 
noted by naming the headwaters or the 
mouths of specified rivers and streams, 
mountain bases, etc., and consequently 
the acreage is uncertain. 
The owner 


was greatly disappointed when the sur- 
vey was finished, and has taken the 
matter to court to ascertain his rights. 
In the meantime the contemplated sale 
and transfer awaits the action of law. 
Messrs. Winget and Reton remained 


on the Isthmus of Panama for about 
"four months, visiting the canal several 
times. Work is progressing very satis- 
factorily although it is estimated that 
it will take five or six years more be- 
fore it is completed. 
The canal is 


about forty-four miles in length, and 
atone time there were about 42,000 
men at work. This number has now 
been reduced to -about '35,000. 
The 


canal will be operated with a system 
of locks, supplied with a water system 
or great lakes, so that the largest 
steamships may be handled with ease 
and certainty. 
The climate there is also excellent, 


the mean temperature being from 75 to 
84 degrees, although it 
occasionally 


goes to 120 in the sun, lasting a

ANOTHER PIONEER 
GONE 


William Allen, Who Came to Stevens Point 


in 1854, 
Dies Alter Illness ol 


a Few Weeks. 


Wm. Allen, another pioneer resident 


of Stevens Point, passed away at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Chas. F. 
Raymond, 421 Water street, at 10 
o'clock last Saturday forenoon. 
Mr. 


Allen was taken ill very suddenly on 
Christmas day with stricture of the 
oesophagus, from which he rallied after 
a few days and was able to partake of 
food and enjcfy the association and take 
part in conversation with the members 
of his family and friends who called. 
He was confined to his bed, however, 
from the start and the end came sud- 
denly at the hour above named, due 
directly to heart failure. 


Wm. Allen was born at Chatham, 


New Brunswick, Nov. 2, 1824, and was 
therefore in the 84th year of his age. 
He was married at Bangor, Me., to 
Miss Rebecca Crosby in 1849 and they 
resided at West Great Works, in that 
state, for the next few years. In 1854 
Mr. Allen came to Stevens Point, re- 
maining here for a time and then re- 
turning to the east. In 1856 he again 
came west with his family, which con- 
sisted of his wife and three children, 
Miss Sarah, Frank and Charles. 
The 


two latter died many years ago and are 
interred in the family lot in Forest 
cemetery. He was also accompanied 
by his half-brother, Chas. H. Hodsdon, 
who resided here for a number of 
years, but is now a prosperous resident 
of Shell Rock, Iowa, and also his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Martha Patterson and her 
husband, both of the latter being dead. 
After his arrival here, Mr. Allen pur- 
chased land and immediately built a 
home on Water street, just west of the 
Second ward school, which has ever 
since been a familiar landmark. Stev- 
ens Point has since continually been the 
home of the family with the exception 
of two years, when Mr. Allen was en- 
gaged in the shingle business on the 
Plover river, about one mile north of 
Jordan, at the site of the present Van 
Order flouring mill. Mrs. Allen died 
Nov. 
11, 1889. and in 1900 Mr. Allen 


established a home with his daughters 
in Ralamazoo, Mich., but in 1903 he 
returned to Stevens Point and had 
made his home with his daughter, Mrs. 
Raymond, ever since. 
Mr. Allen leaves six daughters, Mrs. 


Sarah Reese of Centralia, Wash., Miss 
Jennie Allen, Mrs. P. H. Whitney, 
Mrs. Lyda M. Norton and Mrs. Chas. 
Cornell, all of Kalamazoo, and Mrs. 
Chas. F. Raymond of this city. 
He 
also leaves two half-sisters, Mrs. Grace 
Wentworth of Boston, Mass., and Mrs. 
Mary Curtis of Tawas, Mich., and two 
half-brothers, Christopher H. Hodsdon, 
of Iowa, and John Hodsdon, of Boston. 


The deceased was one of Stevens- 
Point's roost honorable citizens, a man 
.of strict integrity, sterling worth and 
pure character. He was upright and 
conscientious, believing that a good 
character was the noblest of posses- 
sions. Mr. Allen was gifted with un- 
usual mental strength, was a great 
reader, with a retentive memory, and 
consequently his mind was a storehouse 
that made conversation with him very 
enjoyable. Ee was an earnest and de- 
vout Christian, a member of the Epis- 
copal church, and was a great lover of 
the beautiful in art and nature. 
In 
this respect he was a pioneer in civic 
improvements in this city, having over 
fifty years ago planted the_ great elm 
trees that now stand as monuments to 
his memory in front of the old home on 
Water street. 
At that time Water 
street, or as it was then known, the 
plank road, was a barren waste of 
sand. It can be said without exagger- 
ation that Mr. Allen was always char- 
itable toward his fellowmen, believing 
and seeing their good points rather 
than their failures, and bearing ill will 
toward none. He was intensely religi- 
ous and was able to quote passages 
from the scriptures befitting any occa- 
sion. 
He was very fond of poetry, 


especially religious poems, and enjoyed 
quoting those which he had committed 
to memory when a child. 
He was 


always most considerate for the com- 
fort of those around him and was one 
of the kindest of fathers, best of hus- 
bands and best of friends. 
His great 


desire was to so live as to be accept- 
able in the sight of Him whom be has 
gone to join for evermore. 
In his 


death the family has lost one of its 
most cherished members, a kind, lov- 
ing lather, and especially will his pres- 
ence be missed in the home of his 
daughter, where he passed the last few 
years of his life. 


The funeral took place from the resi- 


dence at 2:30 o'clock Monday after- 
noon. Rev. C. F. Spray of St. Paul's 
M. E. church officiating. Hymns were 
sung by a quartette composed of Mrs. 
J. A. Ennor, Miss Kate Ball and 
Messrs. W. B. Buckingham and W. J.

CHRISTMAS IN THE SOUTH 


Celebration ol Ihe 
Or rat 
Chrismus Day 


There Resembles Knurih uf July 


in thr North. 


The following extracts fiorn a letter 


received by The Gazette a lew days 
ago from Prof. T. B. Pray, formerly 
president of our local Normal, will be 
read with interest by his many friends 
here and elsewhere: 


When I sat out on the porch in 


Mississippi during 
Christmas 
week, 


with no extra wrap, and the windows 
open most of the time, and no fire in 
the sitting room for several days, 1 
realized that it was a decided change 
for me from a Wisconsin winter. 
The 


change was just as marked by the, to 
me. unusual way in which the holidays 
were celebrated. As we came home 
from a Christmas tree entertainment 
for one of the Sunday schools, which 
might have been given anywhere in 
Wisconsin with no change needed, our 
attention was attracted 
by 
a 
fire 


balloon high over our heads. 
Toy 


balloons, fire crackers, revolver dis- 
charges, Roman candles and skyrockets 
were very popular, and the occasion 
seemed much more like the 4th of July 
than like Christmas. Apparently much 


! less attention is given to home decor- 
ation at this time than in the north. 
Though the holly grows abundantly in 
that section, we were unable on ac- 
count of rain and bad reads to go after 
any, and I saw but one ragged and 
broken discraded bush in the street to 
show that anybody had been interested 
in such decoration. The stores, how- 


, ever, had the usual displays of holiday 
' goods and apparently were doing a very 
: good business. Cotton brings a good 
i price this year, there was a fair crop, 
the negroes had for the most 
part 


something left after selling their crop 
and paying up the claims of the mer- 
chants or owners who have "carried" 
them through the season ; and they at 
once proceed to spend for Christmas 
what they have left. Jan. 1st they are 
ready to make new leases, make a new 
beginning of debt for meal and, bacon 
for the coming year and start to make 
another crop. Some, however, invest 
their surplus in a team, or at least a 
mule, or a new buggy, and some have 
some money in the bank. The general 
impression seemed to be that 
the 


blacks, numerically a majority in that 
country, were slowly improving in a 
business way, but they have a long 
road to travel to reach business inde- 
pendence. 


To a Wisconsin man two things in 


the village come very noticable: 
The 


omnipresent four-mule team hauling 
to the gin a double-wag^n box load of 
raw cotton; and the absence of Pabst 
and Anheuser-Busch signs. 
Though 


there were some suggestions as 
to 


"blind pigs," the prohibitory 
laws 


seem to be fairly well enforced, to the 
very great advantage of the simple 
minded blacks, and to the sstfety and 
peace of mind of the whites, and with 
a very beneficial effect on the criminal 
record. But I am not in a position to 
make any comments or comparisons. 
While my experience was very inter- 
esting, it was too brief to form any 
opinions worth expression even in this 
private way.

mate of the Marathon county insane 
asylum for some time, died in that 
institution last week and the remains 
were brought here on Thursday for 
interment, the funeral taking place 
from the home of his son-in-law, John 
Sonnenberg, 120 Mary street, at 2 
o'clock last Friday afternoon.

veristy of Wisconsin college of agricul- 
ture, constituting the Wisconsin Agri- 
cultural Experiment Association, are 
attending the seventh annual conven- 
tion of the association now in session 
at Madison. This is the largest meet- 
ing of the association ever held, and 
practically every county of the state is 
represented. A large part of the pro- 
gram is being taken up with the re- 
ports of these young farmers and the 
result of the experiments which they 
are carrying on in various parts of the 
state under the direction of the college 
of agriculture. The reports on the re- 
sults of growing pure bred grains, 
especially com, barley and oats, show 
greatly increased yields in all parts of 
the state. In outlining the results of 
the association's work in the meeting 
, Friday. Prof. R. A. Moore, secretary 
of the association, pointed out the fact 
that the LOCK) well trained 
young 


farmers carrying on these experiments 
together are getting as much data in 
twelve months as an individual farmer 
could obtain in a life time. Plans were 
formulated for continuing the experi- 
ments in growing barley and corn from 
pure bred seed, for fighting smut in 
grain, and for effective methods of

and said inspector before entering upon bis ! 
duties shall tahe »nd i-ubscribe the oath of 
office and shall file therewith a bond in such | 
sum as thecouncil may dlreci,conditioned for 
the faithful and Impartial discharge Of his 
duties and shall file said oath 01 once and 
bond with the city clf-rti. 


Section Io8-It shall be the duty of the in- 
spects o' weights and measrres to inspect 
and measure al> firewood except slabs, edg- 
ings and s-hingie blocks, oflereu Uir sale in 
ihe city, whether loaded upon any vehicle 
whatever oi piled in piles; and shall upon re- 
quest of either the purchaser or seller turnlsb 
a written or printed ticket over his sig iature 
shown g the quantity of luel In such Toad or 
[•He: to inspect and weiah all coal, hay, pota 
toes, meats and other produce sold by weight 
in the city of Stevens Point when called upon 
to do «.o by the purchaser or seller; to inspect 
anrt compsire at least, once in each month all 
ai'd t-very scales used in the city of Stevens 
Point by any merchant, butcher, company, 
coloration or person, whatsoever; to weign 
>tny articles or thing sold by weight !ur 
money or property; and t<> adjust such scale 
and require that they be kept 10 vrfiah cor- 
rc-c'ly accord'n<: t<> the standard, and for the 
purpose of such inspection and comparison 
said iiisp>ctor may npon his own motion re- 
weiah any coa , produce or other article upon 
th>- city scales at any time lor ihe purpose ol 
said compari-,:TI. 


section Ib9—Such inspector shall receive 


such compensation to be paid by the city as 
tbe common council may from time to time 
direct and fix, provided that such compen*a 
tion shall not be increased or diminished 
durms the term for which the inspector is 
elected. For eve/v load of wood measured a 
charge of 5 cents shall be made and collected 
by the inspector, for every load of coal 
we shed a charge of 5 cents shall be made 
and collected by the inspector, and lor every 
load of hay, potatoes, meats or other articles 
so weighed a charge ot 10 per load cents shall 
be made and. collected by tbe inspector, all 
of which said monies shall be paid into the 
treasury of the ci'.y of Stevens Point by said 
inspector. 
Section 170—Whenever any wood, coal, hay, 
potatoes, meats or other produce toid by the 
load and wu«n loaded npon any vehicle shall 
be inspected, weighed and measured by tbe 
-aid inspector or bis deputy, such inspector 


. or his deputy shall gtye to the owner thereof 
^pr the party In charge of th«- same a written 
•jr printed ticket with his signature attached 
thereto showing tbe quantity and kind of 
wood, coal, bay, produce or other thing con- 
tained in silo load, and said tiCKet shall be 
prlmafacie evidence of the contents of said 
load and shall be nseu as a basis of settle- 
ment between the purchaser and seller. 
Section 171-Said inspector may appoint 
not to exceed two deputies, whose appoint- 
ment shall be reported to the common coun- 
cil and shall be subject lo\ confirmation or 
rejection by the said council; and such deputy 
or deputies shall take .the oath of office, as 
hereinbefore mentioned, before entering npon 
their duties. 
Section 172—A cord ol wood sold in the city 


of Stevens Point shall consist o!12S cubic feet, 
closely pi'«d. and ail knotty or 
croofeed 
sticks hindering the close piling of such 
wood, shall be taken out and not included in 
said measurement. 
All articles sold by 
weight shall be sold according to the Wiscon 
sin standard of weietvs and measures, as set 
forth in section 1W5 1670. inclusive, of tbe 
statutes 01 Wisconsin lor the year 1S9S. 
section 173—Any person whoshall ofler for 
sale or sell any wood, coal, hay. lotaioes, 
meats or other ait teles, contrary to the pro- 
visions ul this ordinance or who shall refuse 
to weigh his said produce upon the city scales 
when requested by either purchaser or the 
seller thereof, or who shaH refuse to have bis 
load re weighed npon the city scales tor the 
purpose ol comparison without charge to 
him. or whoshall refuse or neglect to keep 
his scutes up to The regular standard, or re- 
fuses or binders said inspector or bisdeputies 
from entering bis place of business '.of tbe 
purpose of making an inspection ol hi* scales 
or otter work of said Inspection, at any and 
all times, shall upon conviction thereof be 
fined hot less than 51.00 nor more than $100-00 
or be Imprisoned not less than five days nor 
more than ninety days lor each oflense. 
Section 2, All ordinances or parts of ordln 
ances relating to tbe foregoing ordinanceand 
inconsistent Kith or repugnant to or in any 
•way conflicting thereto art hereby repealed.

Section" It shall bp ihe drily oithfpfr'on 
so appointed to examine the cow or cows pro- 
ducing; milk sold or oOered for f>ale In Ihp 
oily of Stevens Point 10 invpslieat'- the sani- 
tary conditions of the bams wherein said 
cows are Rep', 
Section 4. Any person or priori* vjolalirjs 
this ordinance vhstll bs fined not more than 
flfiy dollar*,'SVi.fif1, nor lc*« than five dollars 
ffS'ift), or he imprlorinpd in the county ,la!l 
not more than '*"' <l»j « nor les- than 10 day's. 
Sections. This ordinance shall lake effect 
and be Jn lorrr irom and afl«r it* palace and 
publication.

SOME I.Ml'OKTANT ACTS 


Providing for the appointment of a 


sealer of weights and measures; 


Fixing salaries of city employes for 


the next year, patrolmen being 
in- 


creased from $600 to $720. and 
the 


comptroller from $360 to $600; 


Passing an ordinance to license hawk- 


ers and peddlers ; 


Authorizing the health officer to ap- 


point a competent person whose duty it 
shall be to inspect all cows from which 
milk is sold in the city ; 


Accepting plans and

SEALKH WEIGHTS AND MEASURES* 
Aid. Pfiffner introduced an ordinance 


to amend, modify and re-enact existing 
ordinances so that the city may procure 
a set or sets of scales upon which hay, 
potatoes, meats, coal, etc., may be 
weighed, and that the council elect 
annually an officer to be known as 
sealer of weights and measures. 
He 


shall, upon request of the buyer or 
seller, inspect all firewood offered for 
sale in the city market and furnish a 
ticket showing quantity and kind; also 
weigh hay, potatoes, meats, _ etc. 
He 


shall receive such compensation as the 
council directs. 
The sealer may ap- 


point not to exceed two deputies, sub- 
ject to confirmation of the council. 


Quite an animated discusson followed 


a motion to adopt the ordinance, Aid. 
Polebitski being opposed to certain sec- 
tions as he understood them. 
Aid. 


Patterson stated that he had traveled 
through Illinois. Oklahoma and Texas 
and in each town of 1,000 or more there 
was an official weigher, who .collected 
a toll of 20 cenrs for each inspection, 
while the local ordinance provides a fee 
of only 5 or In cents. 
Mr. Patterson 


further stated that he and other buyers 
of potatoes in the local market have 
frequently been 
"short 
weighted." 


The ordinance was then put upon its 
passage and adopted.

der the name of Manuel II. 


Under a new regime, with a new 


king and the establishment of a new 
cabinet, Portugal seemed to be for 
the moment at peace. There was an

revolutions, 


however, and the strictest measures 
were taken to preserve order. Premier 
Franco resigned and was succeeded by 
Admiral do Amaral, who acted with 
great energy, proclaiming martial law 
and deporting nearly 100 political pris- 
oners. 


Admiral do Amaral, the new Por- 


tuguese premier, succeeded-in uniting 
the various factions in a new cabinet 
and it was given out that the entire 
policy of Franco will be reversed, 
repressive measure being abolished 
and government by decree being with- 
drawn. 


King Manuel of Portugal signed 


three decrees 
abolishing 
repressive 


measures. 
Franco, the former pre- 


mier, was said to have fled to Spain. 
Revolutionists in Oporto captured the 
city hall and raised a red flag, but 
were routed by the municipal guard.
